Sir : Since my last report per telegram there have been no new cases 
of smallpox reported. On yesterday the residence of Dr. T. J. William- 
son, on East Hill, was quarantined by the board of health, as it was dis- 
covered that the doctor's son was just recovering from smallpox, which 
goes to show that the disease existed without the knowledge of the 
health authorities. The sanitary inspectors, under the supervision of 
County Health Officer Herron, are doing good work. Their reports 
show very little sickness in the city.
